Washington, Oct. 7.—[ Special.] —Nav 
igation interests of the world have be­ 
gun to give attention to the Panama 
canal which shows that it will he a 
factor In the transportation problem of 
the future. 
Colonel Goethnls has re 
celved numerous communications from 
owners of sea transports ami heads of 
large companies asking hhn about the 
date of completion of the canal and for 
other facts regarding the great water 
way. Other companies have sent their 
engineers to inspect and report upon 
the progress of the work. 
Naturally all these transportation and 
navigation Interests w ill be deeply con 
cerned about the proposed canal tolls, 
which w ill Lie such a vital subject in 
the coming session of congress. 
Fix 
ing these tolls requires good business 
sense. 
There is uothing political in it 
—a plain business proposition which 
means making the tolls such as to gain 
the largest possible revenue. 
If too 
low the canal w ill be operated at a loss; 
if too high traffic w ill be turned away, 
and there w ill be a loss. 
The interest of navigation people In 
the canal indicates that they believe 
it w ill be a success. 
The question of 
whether it is a financial success from 
the government viewpoint w ill depend 
upon the wisdom of congress. 


Reciprocity and the Canal.

Cnnal tolls may figure In the failure 
' of Canada to grant reciprocity to the 
j United States. 
It is expected that 
this country w ill allow’ our coastwise 
! vessels to go through the canal free 
I of all charges, but foreign ships w ill 
have to pay.

In the eve­ 
ning, the president of the club, Pro­ 
fessor E. S. Meany, would take charge 
of the camp fires, original poems 
which sang of flowers and national 
wonders were read and the original 
songs inspired by incidents along the 
trail or in camp would 
be 
sung. 
Thus, “ My Red Bandanna” and the 
“ Bread Line” were immortalized and 
who will forget the chorus which 
urged the party “ to keep a hikin’ 
along.” 
“On July 29 the party arrived at 
a mountain meadow (6,000 feet in 
altitude) on the northwestern side of 
Mount Adams. 
From here the as­ 
cent was to be made, passing com­ 
pletely over the mountain and going 
into camp on tile southwestern side. 
“On July 31, fifty-two persons— 
twenty-four women and twenty-eight 
men, left camp at 4:45 a. rn. with 
three of the most expert climbers of 
the club as leaders and two as scouts. 
The party made the ascent over a 
rocky ridge between the Adams and 
Lava glaciers, reaching the summit 
at 2 p. rn. 
“ We saw the whole Cascade moun­ 
tain range, and the view was wond­ 
erful, embracing the complete moun­ 
tain system of Washington and Ore­ 
gon. 
Mount Rainier, Mount 
Hood, 
Mount St. Helena, Mount Jefferson, 
and thousands of lesser peaks greeted 
the eye, while the valleys of the Co­ 
lumbia and 
the 
Klickitat 
rivers 
stretched out before one. 
Our party 
found the Mazama box, placed there 
in 1887, signed the record and start­ 
ed down the eastern slope. 
The de­ 
scent was just as difficult, over rocky 
ridges and glaciers and it had to be 
made very slowly. 
Finally, we met 


the members of the club, who had not 
made the climb and had walked twen­ 
ty miles around the west side of the 
mountains to camp at Morrison creek 
ranger station. 
Just at dusk our tri­ 
umphant party emerged 
from 
the 
darkness into the friendly firelight of 
the camp. 
After supper around the 
camp fire and under candle light, the 
story of the climb over rocky slopes 
and snowy and icy summits was told. 
Aug. 2 our party left Morrison creek 


and walked on to Trout lakv. 
That 
day, again H. B. Bennett, Fred Q. 
Gorton and myself, made an ascent 
of Mount Adams. 
We 
arrived 
at 
Cook’s on the Columbia river. Aug. 
4, coming down the Columbia river 
Aug. 5, en route to Seattle. 
A sec­ 
tion of our party left 
Cook s 
for 
Mount Hood, making the ascent of 
the mountain from near Cloud Cap 
Inn, on the eastern side, over 65 de­ 
grees Icy slopes.”

suggested various preventive reme­ 
dies.

s p e a k e r said that the real 
danger of race suicide was from these 
social diseases. 
She stated that the

and eventually caused the downfall 
of Greece nnd Rome were prevalent 
In our midst today . 
Among the influences that caused 
boy s and girls to take the first step 
on the pathway that leads to veneral 
disease were placed the public dance 
hall the cheap theatre, the automo­ 
bile, vile pictures, penny arcades and 
post cards. 
Mr. Painter said that 
$80,000 was spent annually by our 
school children in moving picture 
shows and penny arcades. 
He com­ 
mended the high class moving pic­ 
ture show and said that it was of 
immense educational value, but, in 
towns that were supplied with these 
entertainm ents lie 
suggested 
that 
school boards or city councils pur­ 
chase the best stereopticons on the 
market, put them 
in their 
school 
houses, and make of these school 
houses social centers, 
where 
the 
y oung people could enjoy themselve 
under proper chaperonage. 
He said 
that the social instincts of the y oung 
must be satisfied and that it was time 
that parents awoke to the realization 
of that fact. 
Mr. Painter considered the prob­ 
lem of sex education in the public 
schools a very difficult one and one 
that was not to be undertaken w ith­ 
out the co-operation and sy mpathy of 
high-minded 
teachers. 
He 
then 
read, from the report of tlie vice com­ 
mission, their suggestions 
on 
this 
subject, the sum and substance of 
which was that the subject should not 
be isolated, but should be correlated 
with anatomy , botany and biology , 
n these subjects, the children should 
ie encouraged to ask questions about 
he reproductive organs 
and 
the 
scientific spirit should be cultivated 
o such an ex tent that the children 
would study God's greatest miracle 
with as little self consciousness as 
hey would study any natural phen- 
imenon. 
lie especially warned par- 
nts against putting books on this 
subject into the hands of their child­ 
ren. 
He thought that, at present, 
the child's 
enlightenment 
should 
ome from the parents. 
The second day was spent at the 
Minnesota State Home 
School 
for 
« iris, where the women went through 
the four beautiful 
colonial 
homes 
that now house our way ward girls. 
his did not seem 
like 
a reform 
school. 
These homes had rather the 
ippearance and general atmosphere 
>f college dormitories, and they are 
certainly an object lesson in economy 
and good taste. 
Each girl has made her own win­ 
dow curtains and valanced bed spread 
of unbleached 
cotton, 
ornamented 
with narrow stitched bands of brown 
denim to match the fleinmish oak 
) ! work, and each has sewed and 
braided a rag rug for her own room. 
V 
this is not all that the girls have 
done. 
They cleaned up the debris 
about the buildings and reduced it to 
kindling wood, und planted and tend­ 
ed a garden of 160 acres on which 
they raised 1600 bushels of potatoes, 
besides corn and other vegetables. 
The women took special pleasure 
n Inspecting the kitchen that Is pre- 
ided over by a one-time way ward 
girl, who is now a salaried officer and 
who (as Mrs. Morse ex pressed it) has 
found her higher self by losing her­ 
self in her work. 
Her canned fruits

would do credit to a New England 
housewife.

convention of the Minnesota Feder 
ation of Women’s clubs will be given 
before the Brainerd Musical club at 
its regular meeting, Nov. 4th. 
This 
will include a report on the domestic 
arts and crafts, household economics, 
etc. so it seems advisable at this time 
to review only those papers of vital 
interest to both men and women. 
Thftt the federation has decided to 
aid and abet the various medical or­ 
ganizations 
in making 
war 
upon 
social diseases was evident fmm the 
fact that the whole first evening was 
devoted to a symposium on social hy­ 
giene. 
The papers were all by women doc­ 
tors with the exception of one that 
dealt with sex education by Mr. I). 
H. Painter, a member of the vice 
commission. 
They all set forth the 
awful conditions that the 
medical 
profession know to exist today and 
suggested various preventive reme­ 
dies. 
One speaker said that the real 
danger of race suicide was from these 
social diseases. 
She stated that the 
same evils that sapped the manhood 
and eventually caused the downfall 
of Greece and Rome were prevalent 
in our midst today. 
Among the influences that caused 
boys and girls to take the first step 
on the pathway that leads to veneral 
disease were placed the public dance 
hall the cheap theatre, the automo­ 
bile, vile pictures, penny arcades and 
post cards. 
Mr. Painter said that 
$80,000 was spent annually by our 
school children in moving picture 
shows and penny arcades. 
He com­ 
mended the high class moving pic­ 
ture show and said that it was of 
immense educational value, but, in 
towns that were supplied with these 
entertainm ents he 
suggested 
that 
school hoards or city councils pur­ 
chase the best stereopticons on the 
market, put them 
in their 
school 
houses, and make of these school 
houses social centers, 
where 
the 
young people could enjoy themselve 
under proper chaperonage. 
He said 
that the social instincts of the young 
must be satisfied and that it was time 
that parents awoke to the realization 
of that fact. 
Mr. Painter considered the prob­ 
lem of sex education in the public 
schools a very difficult one and one 
that was not to be undertaken with­ 
out the co-operation and sympathy of 
high-minded 
teachers. 
He 
then 
read, from the report of the vice com­ 
mission, their suggestions 
on 
this 
subject, the sum and substance of 
which was that the subject should not 
be isolated, but should be correlated 
with anatomy, botany and biology. 
in these subjects, the children should 
be encouraged to ask questions about 
the reproductive organs 
and 
the 
scientific spirit should be cultivated 
to such an extent that the children 
would study God’s greatest miracle 
with as little self consciousness as 
they would study any natural phen­ 
omenon. 
He especially warned par­ 
ents against putting books on this 
subject into the hands of their child­ 
ren. 
He thought that, at present, 
the child's 
enlightenment 
should 
come from the parents. 
The second day was spent at the 
Minnesota State Home 
School 
for 
Girls, where the women went through 
the four beautiful 
colonial 
homes 
that now house our wayward girls. 
This did not seem 
like 
a reform 
school. 
These homes had rather the 
appearance and general atmosphere 
of college dormitories, and they are 
certainly an object lesson in economy 
and good taste. 
Each girl has made her own win­ 
dow curtains and valanced bed spread 
of unbleached 
cotton, 
ornamented 
with narrow stitched bands of brown 
denim to match the flemmish oak 
wood work, and each has sewed and 
braided a rag rug for her own room. 
Put this is not all that the girls have 
done. 
They cleaned up the debris 
about the buildings and reduced it to 
kindling wood, and planted and tend­ 
ed a garden of 160 acres on which 
they raised 1500 bushels of potatoes, 
besides corn and other vegetables. 
The women took special pleasure 
in inspecting the kitchen that is pre­ 
sided over by a one-time wayward 
girl, who is now a salaried officer and 
who (as Mrs. Morse expressed it) has 
found her higher self by losing her­ 
self in her work. 
Her canned fruits 
and vegetables and orderly kitchen 
would do credit to a New England 
housewife. 
To show their skill in 
cooking, the girls prepared and served 
to the federation delegates a four 
course buffet luncheon that would 
have done honor to a high salaried 
chef. 
The 
girls 
are 
now 
being 
taught lace making and rug weaving 
and Mrs. Morse hopes eventually to 
introduce all of the domestic arts and 
crafts. 
Such 
an 
environment 
of 
beauty, culture and Christian influ­ 
ence, produces results very quickly. 
The teacher of household economics, 
who had taught this subject in the 
public schools in Boston and also in 
Hull House stated that she had nev­ 
er seen results obtained so quickly. 
In many cases, there seemed to be a 
in a single month. 
The evening session of 4he second 
day was taken up with legislative
